1. Dog license t*gs and mime pl.ites bearing address 
should be worn flt all times. 

2. During war emergency, c.ili should wear collars bear- 
ing name and address of owner. 

3. All dogs should be kepr under strict control during air 
raid warnings.

House dogs confined to one room. 

Do not turn animals out of doors. 

Suitable baskets or carriers should be provided 

for small dogs and cats.

6. Animals will not be permitted in air raid shelters. 

7. A box of ashes, sawdust or torn newspapers kept in 
house and changed daily will help meet sanitary needs of animals 
that must be rlosely confined. 

8. In mild cases of fear and hysteria use .odium bromide. 

Small dogs, two grains. Medium sized dogs, five 
grains. Large breeds ten to fifteen grains. Cats, 
one to two grains. If not quiet within an hour or 
two repeat. 

Aspirin will do. 2 "2 grains for a Peke; 10 grains for a 
Great Dane; 2 grains for a Cat. 

Nembutal may be given under veterinarian's prescrip- 
tion. 

9. Dogs are easily suffocated by smoke and may dash 
back into their burning homes unless restrained by leash. 

10. An injured animal, freniied by pain, should be handled 
carefully with gloves or wrapped in a blanket, so that it cannot 
bite. Keep face away from injured animal's head. To avoid 
further injury, do not manipulate or wiggle broken legs. 

I I. Take all unwanted or stray animals to a local Animal 
Welfare Organization. 

12. Take your injured or sick animal to a veterinarian. 

13. Burns must be treated promptly. In minor cases apply 
strong cold tea. Cover burn with tannic acid jelly, carron oil 
or plain vaseline to keep out air. See veterinarian at once, if 
burn is serious. 

14. Serious bleeding may be stopped by pressure. Do not 
leave tourniquet on more than twenty minutes at a time: remove 
tourniquet for a few seconds and then re-apply. 

15. Some apartment buildings and hotels are setting aside 
a room on a "safe floor" (neither top nor bottom) to which 
small animals may be taken in carriers. Large dogs may be tied 
to screw eyes firmly placed and so spaced that animals cannot 
reach each other.

HEALTH AND CIVIC ASSN. 
AIDS HOUSING PROBLEM 

There is no greater problem facing this Government along 
the line of defense than the question of housing, not only for 
defense workers, but for employees of Government offices which 
have been moved from Washington to this area. 

This appeal is to reach all people who have in their homes 
vacant rooms which would never, in any other way, be put on 
the market to advertise for tenants and whose location and 
availability would be unknown unless registered, as a patriotic 
duty, with an agency which can handle this situation. Such an 
agency has been found in the Rooms Registration files of the 
Housing Committee of the Community Health and Civic Asso- 
ciation at 25 East Athens av.. Ardmore- telephone — Ardmore 
0350. This association to date has been running a Rooms Regis- 
tration office as a free community service for rooms to rent on 
a commercial basis. 

In view of the existing emergency, this proposed new file is 
being made in two ways: For emergency rooms to be given for 
free shelter for a night or two in case of national disaster, en- 
tirely aside from the Red Cross plans for mass shelter of 
evacuees; also for available rooms which would not otherwise 
be on the market, which could be leased to Government officials 
or even officials coming here in this emergency to work in de' 
fense industries.

We believe the league will 
experience its best financial sea 
son in years, especially in the 
two hotbeds of baseball — Nar 
berth and Manoa. 

BIO CROWDS IN 1917 18 
During World War I the Mam 
Line League enjoyed its greatest sea 
sons. In 1018 a three ?amc chain 
pionship series drew 16.000. a record 
that has never been touched. And 
the attendance general in 1917 18 
was said to be over that of previou> 
ycars. 

Of course, that was before the 
automobile whs the popular vehicle 
it is today, but the automobile of 
today isn't going to be very popu 
lar cither from now on.

Scrap Collection Shows 
Decrease In Clean Up Weeks

ship were not substantially different 
from those of average weeks, the 
Township Highway Department re- 
ports. 

At the same time, quantities of 
iron gathered were comparatively | 
small during the period, taking a, 
drop from 2,000 pounds to 1.500: 
pounds, and the report indicates 
that a special drive on this material 
by the Council of Defense might be 
fruitful. 

From April 27 to May 9. the Clean 
Up days, 465.900 pounds of trash 
were collected by the regular forces, 
compared to 431,000 pounds April 
13 to 25, an average period. 

A break-down of salvage shows a 
drop to 52,000 pounds of cans from 
57.500 the previous collection, while 
glass jumped to 37.700 pounds from 
35.100, possibly a reflection of the 
new types of containers being used 
for many foods. The weight of 
scrap tin also follows this trend, 
dropping from 4,500 to 4,000 pounds. 

Paper restrictions are apparently 
forcing down the amount of waste 
paper discarded from households, or 
else muoh which was formerly kept 
on the premises until the drive has 
already been constantly contributed 
to the defense effort. During the 
drive but 59,800 pounds were col- 
lected compared to, 63 ,700 pounds 
the previous two weeks. 

^Spring house-cleaning and pre- 
cautions against fire hazards 
brought to light additional rags and 
waste, however, with 16,500 pounds 
being discarded as against 14,600 be- 
fore.

In making their recommendation 
the committee stated: 

"The committee, as a result of it

A summary of the.-e reenmnien 
dations follow: 

1. The principal weakne.-- relet 
to the returns of delinquent taxe 
made to the County Treasurer b 
tax collectors on the first Monda 
of May of each year. It was dis 
covered that no machinery exist 
at the present time for a-crtaii. 
ing the correctness ol these re 
turns. It Ls. therefore, suggestn 
that the association recommend t 
the County controller that all re 
turns of delinquent taxes mad- t 
the County Treasurer be verifie.
